London, Aug. 7.—The members of 
the house of lords showed great inter­ 
est yesterday in the com m ittee stage 
of the Irish land bill. 
There was a 
larger m uster of peers present than 
was the case w ith any m easure since 
the home rule bill. 
The debate soon 
developed Into a defeat of the govern 
naent on Viscount Tem pleton’s amend 
ment, asking th a t the several classes 
of each holding should be ascertained 
and th a t the fair rent should be based 
on the assum ption th at all im prove­ 
m ents were made or acquired by the 
landlords. 
The m arquis of 
Lands- 
downe, secretary of state for war, said 
th a t the governm ent could not accept 
the am endm ent, as it would overbur­ 
den the land commissioners with m i­ 
nute details and involve great expense. 
The m arquis of Londonderry, the earl 
of Mayo, the earl of W inchelsea, the 
duke of Abercorn and others supported 
the am endm ent,which was finally adopt­ 
ed by a vote of 127 to 67 amid great 
cheers. 
Lord Roseberry, Baron H er­ 
scher E arl Spencer and the opposition 
peers supported the government. 
A 
long discussion 
followed 
on 
Baron 
C loncurry’s am endm ent to clause 4, to 
exclude from the operation of the bill 
holdings to the value of £50 yearly, in­ 
stead of £100. Baron Cloncurry’s am end­ 
m ent was carried by a vote of 107 to 
60, in spite of the governm ent’s opposi­ 
tion. 
Baron M cNaughton then moved the 
om ission of the clause relating to town 
parks. 
The m arquis of Landsdowne 
and Baron Ashbourne contended that 
this clause was non-contentious, but 
nevertheless the clause was omitted by 
a vote of 95 to 77. The defeat of the 
governm ent spread dismay among the 
m inisterial members of the house of 
commons, who were listening to the 
debate, and they rushed back to the 
lower house in order to announce the 
defeat, thus creating quite a sensa­ 
tion. 
It was the general belief last evening 
that the defeat 
of 
the 
governm ent 
means the abandonm ent of the Irish 
land bill. Numbers of Irish landlords 
beseiged the house of lords in endeav­ 
ors to interview particular peers on the 
subject. 
It is understood that when the Irish 
fond bill returns to the house of com­ 
mons the governm ent will there move 
to disagree to the various peers’ am end­ 
m ents which wrere caried againstr the 
governm ent 
last night. Should the 
lords then persist in m aintaining their 
am endm ents there will be no alterna­ 
tive for the governm ent but to drop 
the bill. 
Tim othy Healy and John Dillon al­ 
ready regard the bill as dead, unless | 
the governm ent shall make a strong 
effort to undo the mischief done by the 
house of lords last night. 
Gerald Balfour, the chief secretary for 
Ireland, was gravely disappointed at 
the action of the lords, but he thinks the 
bill can be saved if the house of com­ 
mons* will emphasize its disagreem est 
to the lords’ am endments.

It is claimed by others, how­ 
ever, th at he was wounded in the 
Luther street skirmish.

the campaign against the insurgents of 
Cuba. 
But, while the government is only

to adm it th at the riots have

The sand hill crane is a very bright 
bird. A Recreation writer says that its 
very name is synonymous of vigilance 
and alertness. It feeds on the treeless 
plains or in the barren wheat stubble, 
where it can see a long way beyond 
gunshot. 
Or one of a flock is posted 
as sentinel, and this bird stands with 
bill half open, ready to give an alarm. 
It can be killed by decoying it with 
pasteboard figures, cut to proper size 
and shape and painted; but moulted 
birds are better. 
A pit is dug deep 
enough to conceal a man, and decoys 
are put out, and the cranes are shot 
as they come over. The hest region to 
shoot them is in the Columbia river 
watershed and south of it in the Pacific 
coast states. 
t 
When one shoots a bird of the size 
and build of a crane in midair, it col­ 
lapses, like a card house or a tent. 
But such apparent collapses are some­ 
times deceptive, as for instance: 
‘‘Before I could reach him he soared 
off into the air with wheeling flight. 
Again he hit the ground with fearful 
violence, but again he got on his feet. 
Running up, thinking to get him alive 
for a decoy, I tried to tap him on the 
head and stun him. 
He showed fight, 
and I used my gun as I backed off, and 
he took to his wings.” 
The sand hill crane is something of a 
fighter of men if wounded, and the only 
safe crane is a dead one. 
Their bills 
are long and sharp, and are capable of 
putting out a man s eye. 
The sand hill crane has some curious 
habits that make him of more than 
passing interest to the student of birds. 
Out on the prairies parties of them 
have balls in the spring in which the 
select birds seem to be invited. These 
balls are picturesque affairs, from the 
human standpoint.

waltzes or pretty slow jigs. Sometimes 
the birds leap over one another and 
flop their wings, giving their peculiar) 
cry.

It seems that at one time when Eng­ 
lish lawyers wished to procure witnesses 
with elastic consciences, or men who 
and I would go bail for their clients, they 
J went into Westminster hall, into which 
the principal courts of law opened, aud 
there would quickly recognize the men 
they wanted by glancing at their shoes, 
from which protruded a straw or two, 
thus indicating their calling. 
Because 
of this trademark, so to speak, these 
professional witnesses or bailgoers be­ 
came known as “ men of straw” or ones 
who were willing for a consideration to 
enter “ straw bail.”
